John Schaeffer Had a Wife at 
Each End of Town. 


HAS DESERTED THEM BOTH. 


But Not Until the Two Mrs. Schaef 
fers Got Onto Their Poly- 
gamous Spouse. 


John Schaeffer is what Mrs. Frank Leslie 
would call a gay deceiver. Twonty-four 
years agc he got married and one day last 
June he mysteriously disappeared, leaving 
his wife with six little children to care for. 

He went out in the early evening saying 
he was going for a walk. He never came 


back. Mrs. Schaeffer visited the Morgue 
in search of her husband. Then she grew 
sad and discouraged and settled down to @ 
life of widowhood. 

When Schaeffer left home he strolled up 
to North St. Louis and there began court- 
ing Miss Louise Mayhew of 1624 North Ninth 
street. On June 7 she made a visit to Pa- 
ducah, Ky. Schaeffer followed, and they 
were married. Then they settled down at 
the bride’s home and Schaeffer supported 
his new wife by doing carpenter work. At 
that time Mrs. Schaeffer No. 2 was A and 
her husband 44 years old. They lived hap- 
pily until last Saturday, when by a coinci- 
dence rather unpleasant for Schaeffer, Mrs. 
Schaeffer No. learned of her quondam 
husband’s whereabouts, The result was a 
rude separation on North Ninth street Sat- 
urday night and the formation of a bond of 
eternal friendship and hate between the 
two Mrs, Schaeffers. They are.now amal- 
gamated with the Mayhew family and the 
six Schaeffer children into a union for the 
purpose of prosecuting Schaeffer.

He entered Bowdoin College, the alma ma- 
ter of Longfellow, Hawthorne, Fessenden 
and Franklin Pierce, Dut was prevented 
by illness from taking degree.

make his fortu sixty-two years ago. 

It is a noteworthy fact that every office 
which Mr. McCulloch held, from the posi- 
tion of Comptroller of the Currency, to 
which he was appointed by Secretary Chase 
in 1868, to the position he held in Mr. Ar- 
thur’s Cabinet, came to him unasked, un- 
sought. He was in no sense a politician. 
The intricacies and intrigues of political life 
held no charm for him. 

At the expiration of his term in Lincoln's 
Cabinet Mr. McCulloch went to England, 
where he remained for several years the 
head of a successful banking firm. It was 
natural that life in London should be

Robert W. Goode, a well known young 
lawyer of St. Louis, died at Boerne, Tex., 
at 8:15 p..m., Thursday; of consumption.

He was connected 
by blood with some of the oldest families, 
including Judge Wash, one of the first 
Judges of the United States Court. He was 
educated in Tennessee, had traveled ex- 
tensively, and possessed great gifts as an 
orator, by reason of which, taken in con- 
nection with his strong Democratic parti- 
sanship, his services as a campaign orator 
were in great request.

REFUSE THE FRANCHISE, 


Merchants’ Terminal Declines the New

The St. Louis Terminal Railway Co. has 
declined to accept the ordinance passed by 


the last Municipal Assembly, giving it a 
franchise to occupy and cross certain 
sfreets from the Merchants’ Bridge ap- 
proaches to Goodfellow. This franchise 
was sought to enable the company to com- 
lete its belt line, part of which runs in St.

The original franchise of the Terminal 
company fixed the switching charges at 31 
a car, but the co y was enabled to 
evade this because different rts of its 
line were operated under different fran- 
chises.

WHY NOT SCHOFIELD? 

Whom did Speaker Crisp have in mind 
when he said that in order to win the 
Democrats must nominate “a Western 
man with a military record?” 

Perhaps Schofield. 

At any rate Lieut.-Gen. Schofield, who 
will retire from the army next fall, ex- 
actly meets the Crisp requirements. And 
he possesses other qualifications. 

Illinois will name the next’ President. 
Gen. Schofield is perhaps the most cele- 
brated living citizen of Illinois. He is 
the son of a Baptist preacher and was 
born and reared on a farm. 

The next President must be acceptable 
to Missouri, as the meeting-ground of 
West and South. Gen. Schofield has 
more friends in Missouri on both sides 
than any other Union officer. 

Born in 1831 in CHautauqua County, 
New York, young Schofield moved in 
infancy to Illinois and lived at Free- 
port. He was sent from that State 
to West Point, where he graduated with 
distinction. When the civil war began he 
was a professor in Washington Univers- 
ity, St. Louis. He became an ald to Gen. 
Lyon and helped to muster in the Union 
troops without the sanction of Gov. Claib 
Jackson, who was a secessionist. He 
was chief of staff to Lyon at Wilson's 
Creek and after Lyon's death conducted 
the retreat of the Union army with great 
skill. He returned to St. Louis, gathered 
together the scattered men and such 
arms and ammunition as he could find, 
formed them into a military force, 
marched to Southeast Missouri and 
fought and won the decisive battle of 
Frederickstown. 

Shortly after this battle he was ap- 
pointed commander of the Missouri State 
militia under Gov. Gamble. When Gen. 
Curtis, who was extremely obnoxious to 
Missourians, was removed, Schofield was 
appointed Commander of the Department 
of Missouri, at the instance of the Con- 
servative leaders. He promptly repressed 
the Radical violence which had torn and 
disrupted the State, afid restored com- 
parative peace and good will among the 
hostile factions. 

It was here that he first exhibited his 
marked skill as an administrator, and 
when his work in Missouri had been ac- 
complished he was transferred to the 
great theater of the war as Commander 
of the Army of the Ohio. He fought 
some of the great battles of the later 
years of the war, notably that of Frank- 
Un. 
to North Carolina, where it re-enforced 
that of Sherman. 

After the war closed, Gen. Schofield 
was appointed Commander of the De- 
partment of Virginia. The Radicals un- 
dertook to establish a Carpet-bag State 
Government in that State, as they had 
done in others, and applied to Gen. Scho- 
field to uphold it. But in the face of 
the violence and excitement of the

‘ scheme in his pocket and saved what 
was left of the Old Dominion.

Not the least of his merits is that he 
has always been a stanch Democrat, 
He was Tilden’s choice for the nomina- 
tion of 1880, and if he had been nominated 
would surely have been elected. He 
would certainly be elected in 1896 if nomi- 
nated on a straight-out Western Demo- 
cratic platform—declaring for the free 
coinage of gold and silver. 

He would stand on that platform and 
would honestly and faithfully carry it 
out if elected.

THE MEMPHIS PROCLAMATION, 

If the Memphis gathering of Southern 
bankers and business men had met, heard 
addresses and passed the usual resolu- 
tions it would have had no more sig- 
nificance than a meeting of the Trans- 
Mississippi Congress, the Irrigation 
League or of any other association of 
citizens for the promotion of kindred 
interests. 

But the convention has been given 
special significance because it has been 
made the occasion for the proclamation 
of the Administration’s financial policy. 
Secretary Carlisle was sent there as the 
representative of the Administration to 
voice its financial views. His speech, 
carefully revised by President Cleveland, 
definitely and finally commits the Ad- 
ministration to the uncompromising sup- 
port of gold monometallism. “Our high- 
est duty,” said Mr. Carlisle, “is to pre- 
serve the present standard of value,” 
which he declared to be gold. 

Since 1884, when he wrote his silver let- 
ter to Daniel Manning, Mr. Cleveland has 
posed as a bimetallist. The impression 
has been given by his letters and speeches 
and the utterances of his intimate friends 
that he was in favor of bimetallism, 
though not in favor of unconditional free 
silver coinage. But Mr. Carlisle’s speech, 
revised and approved by him, démon- 
strates that he and his following in the 
Democratic organization are uncondi- 
tionally and irrevocably on the side of 
the single gold standard. 

It is @ matter of congratulation that 
the mask, if mask it was, has been torn 
from the face of the Administration. It 
is now clear that the Democrats must 
settle the money question within the 
party organization and without reference 
to an international conference, for if a 
|} conference were held the delegates ap- 
pointed by Mr. Cleveland would be on 
the side of England, in favor of gold 
alone and in opposition to the hitherto 
unwavering bimetallic policy of the 
United States. 

Secretary Carlisle’s speech makes the 
issue unmistakable. Democrats must 
choose between following the Adminis- 
tration into the camp of gold monomet- 
allism and corporation credit currency, 
or standing up for the time-honored 
Democratic doctrine of bimetallic hard 
money. 


ANOTHER CARLISLE FALLACY. 
In his Covington speech Secretary Car- 


How long do you suppose the $625,000,000 
of gold in this country would remain here 
and be used as money under such a policy 
(free coinage)? The banking and other 
great financial institutions, which own and 
hold in their reserves much the greater 
part of this gold, would at once gell it at 
a large premium for silver—about two dol- 
lars for one—or they would exchange it for 
silver bullion in the market at the ratio of 
about thirty-two pounds of silver for each 
one pound of gold, have the thirty-two 
pounds of silver coined into dollars at the 
expense of the people, and with this cheap 
money pay the demanda of their depositors 
and other creditors. 

The Post-Dispatch does not challenge 
the good faith of Secretary Carlisle in 
making this statement, but we do affirm 
that for crass ignorance it cannot be 
matched in the utterances of public men 
on any question. 

Where is the $625,000,000 worth of silver 
at the price stated by Mr. Carlisle to be 
bought? To exchange that much gold 
for silver at two dollars of silver for one 
of gold would require $1,260,000,000 worth 
of silver bullion. 

Where could the owners of gold find 
nearly 1,000,000,000 ounces of silver to 
purchase with their gold at the ratio of 
32 to 1 or at any other ratio? 

Certainly not in this country, where 
every man who owned silver bullion could 
under free coinage send it to the mints

of all her silver and would not part with 
any of it at double Mr. Carlisle’s price. 

Germany has for sale 105,000,000 thalers, 
equivalent to about $75,000,000, in silver 
bullion. Granting that Germany would 
be foolish enough to sell this silver at 
22 for 1, what part of the $625,000,000 of 
gold could be thus employed? 

But if Mr. Carlisle’s prediction of the 
@isappearance of gold is correct the best 
statement that he can make after careful 


address to the President and the New 
York bankers is that the holders of $625,- 
000,000 of the best money issued would 
retire it and make it as useless as red 
clay. It is obvious that they can’t buy 
silver with it.

The coal 
men claim that they are all entitled by law 
to the lowest rate made, and consequently 
have a right to demand a rebate equal to 
the difference per ton charged them and 
the lowest rate made to any shipper over 
the bridge which carried the business for the 

ll time such discriminations were al- 
lowed to exist. 

The Post-Dispatch has published two dif- 
ferent circulars showing what these dis- 
criminations are, and the testimony of Maj. 
© Rainwater, President of the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge; in the case of Clark vs. 
Burlington Road, shows that the cut rates 
granted to certain parties by the last cir;

NEW YORK, May 24—A special to the 
World from San Jose, Costa Rica, says: 
Nicaragua has been provoking this country 
so persistently that war seems inevitable. 
The government here supposed the rela- 
tions between the two were friendly until 
Nicaragua suddenly stopped all communica- 
tion. It went 80 far as to take away the 
telegraph office at the frontier, thereby vio- 
lating a treaty. Several telegrams were 
sent to the Nicaraguan government, but 
the latter refused to answer. When Britain’s 
ultimatum was received by Nicaragua, Cos- 
ta Rica offered to assist in arranging mat- 
ters peacefully. Nicaragua did not deign 
to even return a polite word of thanks. 

President Iglesias is getting ready to re- 
sist an invasion from Nicaragua, but the 
army will not be called out until circumr 
stances force that action. Only a few men 
have been sent to watch the border. Nica- 
ragua, it is reported, has several thousand 
men under arms ready for an attack. The 
cabinet ministers wish no war, but if it 
must come they claim to have better sol- 
diers and arms and to be able to whip Nica-

Harter of Ohio Gives His Plan and 
Jumps on Silver. 
MANSFIELD, O., May 24.—Hon. Michael 
L. Harter gave his views at great length 
to-day on the issues which confront the peo-

In the many discussions at the meetings 
of the association members have advised 
against a costly building in an exclusive 
residence district. They thought a farm 
should be bought, a trade school established 
on it, and the parentless boys taught to till 
the soil and learn the mechanical arts. By 
this means it was hoped the children would 
acquire a means of livelihood and help 1 2 
port the home. But Mr. Cupples, whose | 
fluence in the association has always been 
great, objected to this plan. He said orphan 
children should be reared as their parents 
would have reared fhem if death had not 
carried them away. The little ones should 
get the benefits of education and at the 
proper age be given a start in the world. 
He did not think that, because they were 
orphans, they should be obliged to support 
themselves in their early years. 

This opinion set the ferm idea at rest and 
made a home in the city a certainty if the 
funds were forthcoming. Mr. Cupples over- 
came this difficulty and the Southern Meth- 
odists, who have always looked up to him 
as one of their great. lay leaders, are sing- 

g his with oubled fervor.

LACK OF RAIN IN THE NORTH. 


Unfavorable Reports From France, 
Germany and Russian Grain 
Districts. 


| WASHINGTON, May 24.—The crop condi- 


tions of Europe and changes in the area de- 
voted to crops in this country are reviewed 
in a report prepared at the Agricultural De- 
partment. Spring plowing throughout this 
country is shown to be rather more forward 
this season than usual at the beginning of 
May. The work, however, is not evenly 
balanced, and there is a marked deficiency 


in the New England, Middle and Southern 
States. In the New England and Middle 
States the n though backward from 
local drouth and cold weather and excessive 
rains, have set well and promise a fine crop, 
and in the South the outlook is favorable. 
Grazing lands on the Pacific Coast, except 
in California, have deen injured by dry, cold 
weather, and pastures in the Mountain 
States generally have not developed well. 
Meadows generally fall ten per cent below 
the standard of normal condition, a general 
decrease of the area devoted to wheat 
throughout the entire wheat raising region 
is reported, due both to low prices and the 
winter-killing of the crop. here is a ma- 
terial increase in the corn area, and in the 
Southern States the disposition to reduce 
the cotton area and to substitute corn is 
growing. : 

A general increase of fruit and vegetable 
raising for the markets is reported from the 
South, and expansion of the — area is 
promised throughout New ngland, the 
Southern and Middle States, and all but the 
Western-most of the Western. . 

Oats and barley will supplement corn in 
taking up the decreased wheat area and flax 
area shows a slight increase in Kentucky 
and some Western States. Strawberries 
and peas are receiving more attention in the 
South and the raising of sweet corn and to- 
matoes for canning is to diminish on account 
of a reported depression in the industry. 

Foreign reports show that throughout 
Western Europe the season is very back- 
ward, and in Northern Europe there has 
been little moisture. Cereals in Great Brit- 
ain are promising and there ts an excellent 
prospect of an unusual fruit season. Grasses 
there are all backward and clover rather 
thin over considerable areas. Potatoes are 
very high and choice seed potatoes are sell- 
ing in the western counties at 350 a ton. 

Sales of English wheat since harvest are 
estimated at 27,000,000 bushels, and stocks in 
first hands at 13,000,000 bushels, a falling off 
of over 7,000,000 since the corresponding 
period last year. Imports of corn during 
the thirteen weeks of the harvest year end- 
ing April 13, aggregating 30,000,000 bushels, a 
decided decrease, but prices have not ad- 
wo 

In France spring sowing of wheat and oats 
has been completed, and both the wheat and 
sugar beat areas have been considerably re- 
duced. The wheat crop will be heavily re- 
duced, one estimate placing the product at 
288,000,000 bushels. 

Reports from Germany are unfavorable, 
as winter seedings have not advanced satis- 
factorily. Pastures have suffered from lack 
of moisture and clover is thin. Complaints 
of considerable damage come from xony 
and Prussia. Rye appears to be quite yel- 
low and sometimes black. Over a large 
area it will be — 141 — by summer seed. 
n 8. head of cattle were im- 
ported. 

In Belgium and the Netherlands farmers 
have made up arrears, and a good harvest is 
expected. Spain has suffered from heavy 
rainfalls, though an average harvest is now 
expected. 

More than any other European country 
Italy has been favored by the weather, and 
the prospect for good crops is highly favor- 
able. 

The season in Austria-Hungary is very 
backward, and the crop may suffer from the 
severe winter. Wheat is promising, but 
barley prospects are not so favorable. Co- 
pious warm rains have brought winter seed- 
ings in Roumania into good condition, 
though interfering somewhat with field 
work and limiting the area of the spring 
seedings. 

Russia reports are uniformly of an un- 
favorable tenor, and large areas have had 
to be resown, and especially in Poddia, 
Volhynia and Kien. he winter left the 
autumn sown plants in Poland in bad con- 
dition, but in the Caucausus prospects are 
excellent.

Canadian Women Want to Correct a 
Defect in the Law. 


QUEBEC, May 2%.—Bigamy in the United 
States by Canadian citizens is one of the 
subjects to be grappled with next week at 
Tofonto by the National Council of Women 
of Canada under the presidency of its 
founder, the Countess of Aberdeen. It has 
lately been decided here that a married per- 
son who is a British subject resident in 
Cafiada and in the United States goes 
through a form of marriage with another 

erson cannot in Canada be convicted of 
— This is the case even when no di- 
vorce has been obtained in the United 
States. To lawyers it seems clear enough 
that the bigamy being committed in the 
United States is not an offense against 
Canadian law and that therefore it is un- 
reasonable to expect that there shall be any 
machinery for convicting the offender in 
Canada. But the Countess of Aberdeen and 
the ladies affiliated with her upon the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the National Council 
of Women of Canada are bound to have 
such provision made if by any means pos- 
sible and there have recently been some 
very sad cases of wife desertion in Canada 
and remarriage in the United States cal-
